Electrical 

This is an obvious area of con- 
cern for older homes where the 
wiring has aged.

Foundation

What the 
homeowners did was plant trees for 
shade to make it look really nice, but 
they planted the wrong trees and 
they’re going to crack the founda- 
tion and it’s going to cut the prop- 
erty value down by $50,000. 

In the case of that home, the trees 
were causing micro-fractures in the 
tile in various locations of the 
home. As you walk through the 
house, 21 feet in and 30 feet deep, 
there’s just too much root invasion 
and it’s going to ruin their tile. 

Some tell-tale signs with this 
home were the minor cracks in the 
foundation that were causing a lift- 
ing and separation of the founda-

tion. Also, the windows were not 
opening and closing properly, which 
means the foundation is moving. 

Plumbing 

It’s an area that you can’t always 
spot as easily but it can create ex- 
pensive repairs if plumbing issues 
go either undetected or are not prop- 
erly fixed. Mold forms underneath 
sinks when people have a leak and 
they fix the pipe but they don’t take 
care of the mold. 

Caulking the sink can help pre- 
vent mold. 

Attic 

You can tell everything about the 
house by the attic. The attic is sort of 
the eyes to the soul of the home. In 
the attic you can tell where all the 
damage has been. 

If youre in a 20-year-old house 
and you see that the insulation is 
brand new, you know that there was 


a water leak because it had to be re- 
placed. You can tell if the roof is 
good because you can look right at 
the wood. 

Landscaping 

There should not be moisture or 
plants next to your house. There 
should be a 12 inch barrier between 
the landscape and the house. Other- 
wise you run the risk of having the 
foundation crack and affect the 
home. What happens is, as the land- 
scape that is too close to the home is 
watered, the foundation and soil ex- 
pand. Then, when no watering oc- 
curs, the foundation dries up and 
shrinks and this can cause it to 
crack. 

Remember, knowledge is power, so 
learning about the home before you 
close the deal on it will keep you 
from making a mistake that may 
cost you extra expense later.

CITY OF EAST JORDAN - ORDINANCE #143D 
AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ZONING CODE FOR THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


The Zoning Code for the City of East Jor- 
dan, is hereby amended as follows: 


Chapter 48 Zoning, Article Ill District Reg- 
ulations, Division 1 Generally; 


ADD: 


Section 48-201. Medical Use of Marijuana 4. 


A.|Intent and Purpose. The purpose of this 
section is to implement land use regula- 
tions to address the medical use of mari- 
juana as authorized by the enactment of 
the Michigan Medical Marijuana Act (here- 
inafter referred to as the "MMMA\"), Initi- 
ated Law 1 of 2008, MCL 333.26423, et 
seq, and its administrative rules, 
R333.101, et seq. 


B.Regulations for Qualifying Patients. The 
medical use of marijuana by a qualifying 
patient in that qualifying patient's dwelling 
is hereby recognized as an accessory use 
to the principal residential use of the 
dwelling and can be established without a 
zoning permit in any zoning district, but 
shall be subject to the following regula- 
tions: 

1. The qualifying patient must be is- 
sued and at all times must maintain 
a valid registry identification card by 
the Michigan Department of Com- 
munity Health under the provisions 
of MMMA. 

. All marijuana plants or products 
must be contained within the 
dwelling in an enclosed, locked facil- 
ity that permits access only by the 
qualifying patient 

3. If a room with windows within the 
dwelling is utilized to grow mari- 
juana for medical use, any artificial 
lighting shall be shielded to prevent 
glare, must not be visible from 
neighboring properties, and must 
not be visible from adjacent streets 
or public ways. 

4. All activities of the qualifying patient 
shall be in strict accord with all state 
law and regulations. 


C.Regulations for Primary Caregivers. The 
medical use of marijuana by a primary 
caregiver is hereby authorized as a home 
occupation by right in any zoning district, 
provided that all of the following regula- 
tions are met: 

1. The primary caregiver must be is- 
sued and at all times must maintain 
a valid registry identification card by 
the Michigan Department of Com- 
munity Health under the provisions 
of the MMMA, and all activities of 
the primary caregiver shall be in 


strict accord with all state law and 
regulations. 


2. The primary caregiver need not ob- 


tain a zoning permit under this Ordi- 
nance. 


3. All marijuana plants or products 


must be contained within the 
dwelling in an enclosed, locked facil- 
ity that permits access only by the 
primary caregiver. 

If a room with windows within the 
dwelling is utilized to grow mari- 


juana for medical use, any artificial 


lighting shall be shielded to prevent 
glare, must not be visible from 
neighboring properties, and must 
not be visible from adjacent streets 
or public ways. 


5. No more than one (1) primary care- 


giver shall be permitted to function 
as a home occupation servicing 
qualifying patients within a dwelling. 


6. No qualifying patients under the 


age of 18 (eighteen) shall be permit- 
ted at any time at a dwelling in 
which a primary caregiver is func- 
tioning as a home occupation, ex- 
cept in the presence of his/her 
parent or guardian and except when 
the qualifying patient resides with 
the primary caregiver at the 
dwelling. 


. No marijuana for medical use shall 


be dispensed by the primary care- 
giver to qualifying patients at the 
dwelling in which a primary care- 
giver is functioning as a home occu- 
pation, except when the qualifying 
patient resides with the primary 
caregiver at the dwelling. Except as 
provided herein, the primary care- 
giver shall deliver all marijuana for 
the medical use of such qualifying 
patient, and such delivery shall take 
place on private property away from 
public view. Any such delivery vehi- 
cle shall be unmarked and not bear 
any emblem or sign that would indi- 
cate the nature of its cargo. 


. No marijuana for medical use shall 


be consumed, smoked, or ingested 
by a qualifying patient by any 
method at a dwelling in which a pri- 
mary caregiver is functioning as a 
home occupation, except when the 
qualifying patient resides with the 
primary caregiver at the dwelling. 


9. A dwelling in which a primary care- 


giver is functioning as a home occu- 
pation shall display indoors and ina 
manner legible and visible to his/her 
qualifying patients: 

a. Anotice that qualifying patients 
under the age of eighteen (18) 
are not allowed at a dwelling in 
which a primary caregiver is 


functioning as a home occupa- 
tion, except in the presence of 
his/her parent or guardian and 
except when the qualifying pa- 
tient resides with the primary 
caregiver at the dwelling, and 

b. Anotice that no dispensing or 
consumption of marijuana for 
medical use shall occur at a 
dwelling in which a primary 
caregiver is functioning as a 
home occupation. 

10. A dwelling in which a primary care- 
giver is functioning as a home occu- 
pation shall not have any outdoor 
signage that would indicate the na- 
ture of the primary caregiver serv- 
ices being conducted in the 
dwelling. 

11. A dwelling in which a primary care- 
giver is functioning as a home occu- 
pation shall not be located within 
three hundred (300) feet of any of 
the following uses: 

a. Any church or place of worship 
and its accessory structures. 

b. Any public or private school, 
having a curriculum including 
kindergarten through twelve 
grade and its accessory struc- 
tures. 

. Any preschool, child care or 
daycare facility and its acces- 
sory structures. 

. Any public facility, such as li- 
braries, museums, parks, play- 
grounds, public beaches, 
community centers, and other 
public places where children 
may congregate. 

12.The portion of a dwelling in which a 
primary caregiver is functioning as a 
home occupation, including any 
room or area utilized to grow mari- 
juana for medical use, shall contain 
electrical service and wiring meeting 
the applicable requirements of the 
electrical code in effect in the City. 


D.Relationship to Federal Law. Nothing 
within this section is intended to grant nor 
shall it be construed as granting immunity 
from Federal law. Further, nothing in this 
Ordinance permits activities that are other- 
wise illegal under state or local law.
